New Orieans, May 6. 

Since the opening of the Exposition, New Orleans 
has been so thoroughly written up—and down—by 
competent and incompetent pens, that I contribute 
my aduition to the general stock of useful and use- 
less information on this fruitfal topic with very 
great reluctance; a reluctance which is overcome 
only by a desire to say something, however uns atis 
factory to reader and writer, about a place and 
peop e more interesting to me on a third visit than 
ever before. Ihope my letter may contain some 
things both new and good, but feel an uncomfort- 
able assurance that the new things will not be good 
and the good things will not be new. 

New Orleans is unique in many ways, but chiefly 
perhaps in this: that it is 

TWO CITIES IN on. 

Canal street, th e Broadway of the South, is the 
dividing line. Above that noble thoroughfare, as 
the river runs, there isthe modern and American 
city; below, the ancient and French. Between 
them there is scarcely a single point of resemblance- 
The former, barring the broad galleries of the 
private residences and the semi-tropical trees and 
shrubbery in the spacious yards attached, may be 
easily duplicated in the North. The latter has no 
counterpart, or even faint likeness, either in the 
No th or South. Its characteristic features are 
altogether foreign. and have resisted the influence 
of Americanizing ideas and institutions thus far 
with wonderfui tenacity and success, In spite of 
street-cars and electric lights, stores, shops and 
hotels of the usual style and variety, French New 
Orleans remains very much as it was and 

what it was half or three-quarte®™ of a century ago. 
The old buildings, except in very rare instances, 
have not been torn down to make room for new 
ones, and the owners, I am told, resent such a prop- 
osition as almost equivalent’ to an insult. That 
house was built by my great-grandfather, and, as 
he left it so, it shall stand, for my day, at least. I 
will not change it, and I will not sell it.” If this 
stubborn resolve involves a loss to progress it cer- 
tuinly is a gain to the picturesque. The venerable 
structures which Mr. Cable has made so pleasantly 
familiar tothe novel-reading world deserve what- 
ever immortality pen or pencil can give them. 
They are vigorous relics of a regime which else 
where has passed away forever. Comparatively 
few have been allowed to fill into decrepitude 
and decay, and most of them show evidences 
of loving and generous care on the 
part of proprietors; care such as we might suppose 
would be bestowed by those who are naturally 
proud of their ancestral poss®ssions in brick, stone 
and mortar. So it happens that street cars rattle 
past doorways, balconies and grated windows be- 
longing toan era when that vehicular invention 
was not even dreamed of, and electric lights send 
their dazzling rays into quaint court yards where 
fountains plashed and flowers bloomed when the 
. only public uminator was a lantern suspended 
‘by arope to post or corner. Everywhere the 
eager, pushing Present is thrust out of sight and 
mind by an easy, slow-going Past. The people fit 
their surroundings, in everything save clothes. 
Children cry and negroes chatter in French. 
Nobody hurries; everybody seems to foin in the 
African refrain of slavery times, “Come 
day, go day, God send Sunday.” The 

POPULAR PECULIARITIES 
in the French quarter are, to put it in mildest 
shape, unenterprising. 1 wanted a knife sharpened, 
and went intoa large cutlery establishment on 
Royai street. The master shook his head in a mel- 
ancholy but decisive negative. “Why not?” “I’ve 
got a bad toothache.” ls there nobody else here 
who can do it?” “No, monsieur.” “When can you 
do it?” “Don’t know; maybe to-morrow, maybe 
next day.” If push is lacking among the natives, 
all classes are abundant in politeness. The stranger 
is sure of courteous treatment from rich and poor, 
white and black. Whatever information one may 
need and they may have, is always cheerfully and 
gracefully given; and if they-cannot answer his 
questions, their regretful look compensates for the 
ignorance. The popular aim and purpose is plainly 
to take and make life as easy as possible. They do not 
live to work, but work tolive—and do as little of it 
as the pressure of circumstances permits. Much 
of this prominent peculiarity is doubtless due to 
immemorial habit and custom; but as much, per- 
baps more, to climatic causes. It is not caufined to 
the French population, out is sufficiently visible 
among the Americans and immigrants from the 
North. I asked a younz man from Ohio, who had 
lived here two years, if he noticed any change in 
himself in this respect. “I had not thought of it 
before,” he said, but since you speak of it I must 
acknowledge that when I have anything to do I 
start a little earlier and go a little slower than I did 
at home. If I stay ten years longer. 1 suppose 
I shall be like all the rest of them.” Put 
Chicago where New Orleans is, and a single gen- 
eration, or at most two, would see the Chicagoans 


as deficient in vim and vigor as the New Orlean- 


sts. 
The old city is specially rich in 
HISTORICAL ASSOCIATIONS 
for those who can, or care to, dig them out. Ac- 
cording to popular tradition, No. 84 Royal street, 
formerly 106, was the headquarters of General 
Jackson during his defense of the city in 1814-15; 
and a few squares above, on the other side of the 
street, is the low-eaved, tile-roofed building in 
which he was tried by a United States Court for 
contempt, in arresting the Judge, and fined $1,000, 
which he promptly paid. Near by is the first three- 
story house erected in New Orleans, which the peo- 
ple of that day expected to see tumble down on ac- 
count of its excessive and impudent altitude, 
It looks as if good for another hun- 
dred years at the least. Hotel Royal is «a 
small volume of history in itself. as wely as an un- 
commonly excellent travelers’ home Costing origi- 
nally the incredible sum of $1,500,000, it was long 
the fashionable resort and piace for grand enter- 
tainments. Here, away back in the forties, was 
given the famous fete to Henry Clay: a $20,000 
banquet, paid for by 200 subscribers at $100 each. 
Here, in the little court-yard, was the best patron- 
ized auction block for the sale of nezroes; the 
human csttle standing for inspection on the stone

HEART OF NEW Otũ ine 
is Jackson Square; the old Place an te of the 
French and Spanish domination, and retaining that 
name until some thirty years ago. It was, as its 
original title indicates, the parade ground of tile 
early colonists, and also their forum and general 
rendezvous for business and pleasure. It bas been 
the scene of the most memorable events in the his- 
tory of the city and the State Bienville, the 
founder of New Orleans, traced its boundaries in 
1718. Here, in 1766, Don Antonio de Ulloa received 
from the reluctant French officials the transfer of 
Louisiana to Spain. Here, in 1769, Don Alexandro 
O'Reilly shot six leaders of the insurrection against 
Spanish authority. Here, on the 8d of November, 
1808, the Spanish Governor delivered the 
keys of New Orleans to the French 
Prefect, Laussat; and here, on the 20th of 
the same month, Laussat transferred Louisiana 
and all its belongings to Claiborne and Wilkinson, 
commissioners of the United States, Here, on the 
23d of January, 1815, Andrew Jackson was crowned 
with victorious laurels by the people of the city he 
had saved; and here stands his equestrian statue, as 
sign and seal of a fame won by heroic deeds in war 
and in peace. The man who can boast one bronze 
effigy in front of the White House in Washington 
and its mate in the historic heart of New Orleans 
may surely count himself pre-eminently fortunate 
so far aa post-mortem honors are concerned. It is 
the esthetic fashion nowadays to ridicule this 
statue of Jackson, as something far below 
the recognized high-water mark of 
artistic merit: but the country will 
be lucky if it never has anything worse in the same 
line--and, unless my taste is sadiy at fault, the 
country already bas a dozen ortwo vastly inferior 
n every respect to the much-abused work of Clark 
Mills. 
Fronting on Jackson Square, and its most prom- 
inent feature, is 

THE OLD CATHEDRAL, 

the most ancient and most sacred shrine of Cath- 
olic New Orleans. Bienvilie, when he traced the 
boundaries of the Place d' Armes, marked the site 
of achurch. This, the first building for Christian 
worship in a city where there are now so many, was 
little better than a shed. In September, 1723, a ter- 
rible tornado completely destroyed the humble 
temple, and in 1725a larger and more substantial 
structure of brick was erected on the 
same spot. The second church survived 
for sixty years, and was then swept away by fire. 


The third church, the present Cathedral of St. 


Louis, is due to the piety and liberality of a single 
individual—Don Andreas Alt ter-y-Roxas, a 
Spanish gentleman of wealth and high repute, who 
fliled several responsible offices in the infant me- 
tropolis The foundation was laid in 1792, and two 
years later the Cathedral was consecrated witn im- 
posing Ceremonies. in 1850 the central tower fell, 
seriously injuriug the roof and walls The repairs 
found to be necessary amounted to partial recon- 
struction, yet enough of the original was preserved 
to maintain the identity and keep alive the associa- 
tions at once so interesting and so precious. 
The dust of Don Andreas lies m front of one of the 
altars, and every Saturday evening masses 
are said for the repose of his soul. He also erected 
as contractor, the buildings on either side of the 
Cathedral, which are now such curious specimens 
of an architecture long since obsolete. His daugh- 
ter, Madame Pontalba, in 1848-60, filled the remain- 
ing two sides of the square with the biocks now 
seen there. She also subscribed $5,000 to the Jack- 
son statue, and by her influence the Legisiature 
passed an act transforming Place d' Armes into Jack- 
son Square. The statue and the rechristening 
seem to have stimulated public pride in the local- 
ity, for it has been most carefully and tastefully 
laid out and adorned, and its keeping is simply per- 
fection. It is a gem of beauty, of which the eye 
never wearies; a miniature combination of garden, 
grove, monument and sanctuary. 


“If thou wouldst view fair Melrose aright, 
Go visit it by pale moonlight.” 


Scott would have given the same advice in regard 
to this loveliest of squares. With the soft rays fall- 
ing tenderly upon grass. and flowers, and trees, 
which no dust has spoiled or stained; upon the 
bronze horse and rider, springing as it were from a 
bed of roses; upon the old Cathedral, whose spire, 
crowved with the omnipressent cross, throws a 
shadowy benediction over all beneath—it is a pict- 
ure which 

“Once seen, becomes a part of sight, 
To rise, where’er we turn our eye, 
The morning star of memory.“

Lowpon, May 9. — The conviction is growing that 
the proposed arbitration is not serious, and will be 
aliowed to drop quictly. The terms are such as pre- 
clude any definite result. As proposed it is simply 
a diplomatic arrangement to simplify matters. 
Many continental papers say that this arrangement 
is simply allowed generously by Russia to cover 
Lagland's retreat. As telegraphed last night, Rus- 
sia ce ly will not promise to respect Herat. A 
high foreign authority gives this analysis of the 
situation to the correspondent of the Standard at 
St. Petersburg: Russia gets a most all she wanted, 
and much more than she expected. She 
gets a prestige such as no power 
has ever had in Asia _ since Tirnur, 
the Tartan. What England gets besides the in- 
creased income tax it is difficult to see. To com- 
plete the picture, it must be added that England 
secures the peace of Eng and, and the postpone- 
ment of war, if this is inevitable, until there is a 
government here wise enough to see that Russia 
must be fought from India and not trom Afghanis- 
tan. But it must not be believed yet that peace is 
absolutely certain. 

QUIT BOASTING. 

Lowpowr, May 9.—The Times doubts the existence 
of any documents or dispatches respecting the 
Anglo- Russian agreement of March 16 sufficiently 
definite for the purposes of arbitration. Referring 
to the report from Vienna that Herat is not men- 
tioned in the negotiations between England and 
Russia, the Times says: “If the Government thinks 
the fate of Herat may be left to the caprice of the 
Ameer, the treachery of the local governor or the 
success of a pretender, the ministry had better tell 
the country their opinion, and either give peace to 
others more far-seeing or abstain from boasting of 
their money, prestige and half-hearted mvasures, 
which deceive nobody, and, least of all, Russia.

At aplenary Cabinet council, held to-day, the 
Admiralty was directed to cancel he orders issued 
to provide for the conveyance of 2.000 British troops 
to India.

THE ARBITRATION DELAYED. 

The arbitration scheme is not making rapid 
progress toward consummation. Although Russia 
has not receded from her agreement to submit the 
question in dispute to arbitration, yet it is an- 
nounced that delay is likely to occur in the pre 
liminary stages of the affair, Before arbitration is 
agreed upon, itis necessary for both Cabinets to 
agree upon the specific details to be submitted to 
the arbitrator. This may consume considerable

THE VOTE OF CREDIT. 

The continued uncerta nity of tne political aspect 
tends to restrict the amount of business done on 
the Stock Exchange, with the result that each 
small transaction exercises a disproportionate ef- 
fect on prices. The greatest anxiety is felt about 
the result of the vote of credit, which will come up 
in the House of Commons on Monday, although it 
is unlikely that the result will be adverse to the 
ministry. especially if Lord Hartington's state- 
ment of the Soudan policy proves satisfactory to 
the Liberals. Thecurrent rumors of the resigna- 
tion of the Earl of Dufferin arise from the infer- 
ence that he disagrees with the Government's 
policy, and the fact that Dufferin accepted his 
position with the understanding he was to take the 
full responsibility of the Government in India. It 
is rumored that the Russian dispatch by courier 
differs somewhat from the summary first received 
by telegraph, but it is expected that the discrep- 
ancies of statements can be easily reconciled. It is 
estimated that almost half of the vote of credit has 
already been absorbed in the war preparations so 
far ordered, which are now too far advanced to be 
rescinded, The work of equipment for the Soudan, 
however, bas almost ceased, the greatest efforts 
being directed o the naval armament.

TILES IN PLACE OF CARPETS. 


Houses of Noted Men in Which Tiles 
are Used—The Washington Building. 
From the New York Mail and Exrpress. 


The wonderful strides made by the tile- 
makers in their manufactures during the past 
ten years has become a serious thing for the 
manufacturers and dealers in carpets. ‘There 
is no doubt,” said a Broadway carpet dealer 
yesterday, that the substitution of tiles for 
carpets and wood flooring will in time become 
universal. Even now these exquisite little 
blocks from the ovens of the tile manufactories 
are used at the expense of less costly floor- 
ings. Some of them are much more beautiful 
than those found in the old Italian and Greek 
churches. The labors of the tile-makers are no 
longer confined to the manufacture of the 
plain ugly-colored blocks of concrete. Copies 
of the most celebrated art works, embodying 
all the delicate shades, are reproduced in the 
squares of clay. Sometimes each tile isa gem 
in itself; then again each tile represents only & 
rtion of one immense design. When the pub- 
ic becomes educated up to the worth of the 
tile, Iam afraid the carpet and wood compo 
nies must go. 
That the fears of the carpet men are not un- 
founded is proven by the fact that in some of 
the mansions uptown the entire house is tiled 
from garret to cellar. Not only is this the case 
in floorings, but in decorations formerly 
wrought in wood, plush and velvets. 
Thomas Nast, the caricaturist, has in his resi- 
dence at Morristown, N. J., a mantle and fire- 
place built entirely of exquisitely wrought 
tiles, representing scenes from Shakespeare's 
“Midsummer Night’s Dream.” Edwin Booth 
has in his Newport home a cabinet wrought in 
a similar manner, while in many of the homes 
of the wealthy New Yorkers the ——— 
and ceilings are made of chaste and curiously 
designed clay squares. There is hardly a house 
among the upper ten that has not one or more 
jardinieres e of tiles. So also in ship arch- 
tecture have these pretty little squares been 
utilized.

The building was 
to cost $100,000, but, like all structures of this char- 
acter, after the plans and specifications had ben 
adopted and the buildinz commenced, it was dis- 
covered that about $50.000 more would be needed 
to finish it. As some of the original subscribers 
to the building fund could not, or 
would not, meet their sub scriptions 
those who had already paid up found an emer- 
gency to meet. Tue necessary money was obtained, 
howveer, and now the building is within one month 
of being completed. 
The cause of the rupture which led to the recent 
rumors was a report that the building syndicate 
wanted 6 cent on the investment instead of 
4, and that the St. Louis members would not give it.

Court Held in St. Louis. 


— — — 


Afterward Found Prominent Places 
in History—Something to Remind 
‘Our Gray-Haired Lawyers of Their 
Frisky Days. 


A queer little old record book in the possession of 
Mr. James H. Withrow constitutesa valuable and 
interesting souvenir of the St. Louis bar of forty 
years ago, and deserves a place in the collection of 
the Historical Society. Its mention at this time is 
especially appropriate, because of the fact that the 
name of Albert Todd, whose remains were followed 
to the grave by an immense cortege only a few 
days “ago, figures frequently upon its pages, 
showing him to have been one of the active members 
of the moot court of which the book contains a 
record. It was the first moot court ever established 
in St. Louis; and, looking over the roli-call of meet- 
ing after meetin , tie reader finds many a name 
that has since become illustrious, and that looks 
strange, indeed, in connection with the «absurdities 
and frivolities of a mock tribunal of justice. The 
record was carefully and clearly kept, and the 
complicated but mythical cases of litigation which 
afforded the members an opportunity 
to exercise their skill and air their 
ora are as accurately noted as though they 
were the findings of the Supreme Court. Among 
the names which caught the eve of a Post-DispatcH 
reporter. who somewha: hastily scanne the pages, 
were the foliowing: Edward Bates, Hamilton R 
Gamble, Albert Todd, Charlies Gibson, Mr Dayton, 
Samuel Reber, Henry A. Clover. Lon Dent, Barton 
Bates, Titian J. Coffey, A.J P. Garesche, Lutner 
T. er, Mr. McCracken, Samuel A. Bennett, Mr. 
Haight, James Taussig, James J. McBride, Chas. 
G. Mauro and Mr. Gratz It ap- 
pears from the record that a number of these 
gentlemen were finea from time to time for 
violating the rules of the court, the fines ranging 
from ten cents to a doliar, and the scandalous fact 
stares out at one who looks at t e record of fines 
that many of them are overdue and unpaid. 
Messrs. McBride and Clover are in this ist. and an 
explanation from them appears to be still in order. 
The treasury of the org i ization, judging from the 
casb accounts which appear at ntervals, was never 
in a condition suggestive of affluence. 

THE FIRST MEETING

|. POVERTY AND PLAGUE. 


The Epidemic of Typhoid Fever in 
Pennsylvania Mining Towns. 


Doctors Toiling Day and Night—The 
Startling Death Rate—The Lack of 
Sanitary Regulations — Stagnant 
Pools and Garbage That Form Hot 
Beds of Malaria. 


By Telegrawh to the Fost-Dispatoh, 

Pirmouta, Pa, May 9.—This is a town of perhaps 
8.000 or 9,000 people. Since April 17. less than three 
weeks ago. between ei.;>hty and ninety persons have 
died of a curious epidemic, unparalieled in some of 
its features, and between 1,000 and 1,200 persons 
bave been attacked. Th is proportion, if app ied to 


New York, would make a weekly death rate of over 
4,000, and. a weekly sick list of 40,000. It is im 
ible to accurately give the number of 

ead and dying, forthere isno Board of Health, 
and the records at the cemeteries are very imper- 
fect. The doctors are toilimg night and day, and 
are hopelesaly lost en they try to reckon up the 
number of cases on their hands. The origin of the 
trouble is definitely known, however, and the doo 
tors are treating their patients for typhoid fever, 
Many of the 600 people whoare now il! will prob- 
ably die, for the efforts of the best physicians can 
accomplish nothing, unless supplemented by nour- 
ishing foods an careful nursmg. Owing to 
the extreme verty of. most of the 
population, these latter are unobtainable. Three 
miles south of Wilkesbarre stands the Shawnee 
Mountains. One great peak, and half a dozen foot 
hills form a gigantic barrivr which turns aside the 
Susquebannoa, It there changes its course from 
south to west inasharp bend. At this turn the 
current has for ages deposted ton after won of 
vegetable matter and driit, until alow meadow of 
al.uvial soil half a mile long and one-eighth of a 
mile wide has been formed between the hills and 
the river. This plain is being constantly added to, 
and the decaying vegetable accuinulatioas form 

A HOIBED OF MALARIA, 

which — the atmosphere all the year around. 
The hills are full of anthracite coal aud the miners 
who dig it out have built the town of Piymouthn on 
the plain and along the hillsides. Among the 8,000 
inhabitants of the town there are alwa;s from 100 
to 600 down with ague. Ali the rest are more or 
less debilitated by the same cause. Sanitary re-/u- 
lations are unknown in the borough. Bunched and 
huddied together on either side of the long ramb iog 
main street are the cabins of the miners aad their 
laborers. Small shops of all k.nds, includ- 
ing saloons, are scattered among 
the shanties. Here and thereaturifty miner cul- 
tivates a little garden before his door, but this is 
the exception. Liti le rills from the slope , added to 
by the lurge streams of foul water pumped from 
the lowest gangways of the many mines, wind 
through the yards of the houses and flow across tne 
flats to the river. Rickety wooden bridges span 
these streams at street crossings. Disease is in- 
Vited by every possible means There is not a 
sewer in the place. Tue fouiness of the streams is 
aided to by outhouses built out over their mar- 
gins. Ail sorts of siops and rubvish are cast into 
the streets, there to fester and decompose. Where no 
streams are convenient, cesspools are built ciose up 
to the house and totally neglected. 

Towering huge and black avove the little town 
like fantastic pagodas curiously blackened, stan 
the grimy coal breakers, ‘hey are aii silent now; 
the piague nas 

STILLED THE WHIR OF MACUINERY 
and the rushing of coal through the chutes. The 
sound of the brooxs can be heard many yards away 
in the quiet streets. Except where fammies tive in 
“compa.ies® houses —rattle trap, two-storied 
structures, each with four rooms—taey 
keep a cow or two, and a pen of piss.’ Even 
the tenants, crowded as they are, own 
herds of goats which browse on the scanty herbage 
of the hill and fight with flocks of geese and chick- 
ens for the garbage which jitters che streets and 
door yards, The best miners are Irishmen and 
Weishmen. The Welsh are thrifty folk, aud neariy 
every man of them owns the house in which his 
family lives, and alot or two. Wituin the past few 
years thousands of Poles, Hungarians and Germans, 
with a sprinkiing of negroes, have been brougut 
Into the vaLey as laborers. With but few excep- 
tions, they are young, unmarried feliows. In one 
of tue small four-room houses., rented from 
the minicg company for $8 a moath, 
from thirty to fifty of hese men frequently nerd in 
a common way, as Close.y packed as bees in a Live. 
They hire a cook for a few dollars a week, but uot 
tue least effort at cleanliness is made. At mut 
they sleep on filthy verinio mfested bedding thrown 
u the floors aud bunks. Not the least pretense 
of ventilation is made, and the steuc that greets a 
visit r to one of these nouses cannot be endured for 
more than a few seconds. Stagnant pools 
of black water lie wmotivniess and  freex- 
ing in their viciovity. Over a long wind- 
mg road the Post Dispatca correspon let 
who had come here to iuvestigite the causes of 
this epidemic drove from Wil«esbarre to Piym- 
outh. dway between the two towns is the 
mining village of Kingston. It has only 1,100 
peopie, but the same iac« of cleaniine.s invites 
disease, although tuere is very little bottom land 
in.ervening between hill and river, and consequent- 
ly there is not so much stagnant water. Tue most 
conspicuous Objects, next to tue mountains wulch 
surroun.!

dumped trom the breake s. From atart ey resemble 
the grayish black hulls ofa fleet of great iron-clads, 
only many times larger. Eu tering tne town from 
tie east end, scattered knots of miners were en- 
countered on their way home. Witn smudged and 
stre.ked faces they trudged wear.ly along towards 
their homes. S:ung across their suouiders their tea 
cautcens and big tin powder flasks Clattere together 
as they advanced. ‘he noise sounds strangeiy loud 
in the stiiiness tnat broods over the town. Now and 
the: they stopped as they met groups of their 
feiiows retarning from the funerais of their friends. 
They did not appear to be panic-strickea, nor 
act like men in great fear. Their speech aad gest- 
ures were dull and apatuetic, their glances slow 
and bovine; their aspect as that of a torlorn hope 
before a desperate charge. Downfthe main street, 
through mud three inenes deep, the correspondent 
drove for near a mile past the stores and business 
portion of the town. ‘iurning up a side street he 
passed clusters of cabins bunched together. 
Ragged ch.jdren toddled ankle deep through the 
mud of the door yards, bareheaded, too gloomy to 
play aud drivea out by the wmusery 
within. Doctors’ buggies standing before 
open doors, at frequent intervals, told of 
sickness and suffering within, whiie sad-eyed women 
stood hopeless at mauy windows. Inere is not any 
lack of food or good nursing in the houses of the 
well-to-do,such as the sturekeepers and mine bosses. 
But ihe miners and their men fare hard. Miners 

et from 60 cents to $1 50 per car load of coal. about 
three tons. Out of this he pays his lavorer $1 50 per 
day. Tue miner can only wor from one to three 
days per week, and the past year bas been abie to 
earn oniy about $30 to $35 per »onth. Laborers 
have not averaged over $300 each for tne year. Con- 
sequently, wuen sickness overtakes the head of a 
fainiiy and perhaps (wo or three other member. it 
is impossible for chem to buy medicine or proper 
food, Despite ther poverty, the irish aud Welah 
are high-spirited and do not ask for aid, but they 
need it, nevertheless. and will suffer terribly unless 
heip is forihcoming promptly.

American Derby Winners. 

The mu. tip ieity of racing events confuse the 
general mind: their importance is recognized by the 
few whose livelihood they materially affect. While 
tothe sporting writer, the bookmaker and the 
“tout” ali that appertains to each is of like interest 
to that manifested by the breeder, the owner and 
the trainer, the general public who simply support 
racing asa past me, only find space in their otber- 
wise occupied brains for reminiscences of great 


events. 

Thus, in England the annals of the Derby“ pos- 
SSS an interest for the statesman, the politician, 
the coliegia:, and even the t eoiogian. Many a 
man of prominence is perfectly familiar with every 
“first for the Blue Ribbon” who never knew “The 
Middle Park Plate“. The Oaks or “Cambridge- 
shire’ was ever run. So in America, tiiousands 
take de icht in figuring e auces of a Derby“ win- 
ner each year at Lou sville who do not know that 
the “American Derby“ at Washington Park, Chi- 
cago, is of double value to the winner, and who 
never dreamed of the Champion Lorillard 
stallion states,“ which meant 518.000 to P. 
Lorillard in 1884, through the victory of Wanda. 
The provi ce of sporting, as well as other journal- 
ism, 8:.0uld be to suppiy the information required 
by the many. as contrasted wi h that merely of 
value to special ists: he nce this article. which treats 
only of one “fixture’’ dt the American turf. 

Instituted in 1875 the conditions of the Kentucky 
Derby were framed from those of the great race 
whose name i! bears. The only noticeable difference 
is the am unt of weight carried. The English 
colts carty 122 pounds. nile tbe weight has been 
graduaily raised, the present year finds it at 118 
pouuds forcolts. At t the scale was only 100, 
then 105, afterward 110. 

The first winner was the red horse of McGrath- 
jana Aristides. Many old horsemen still affirm him 
the greatest race orse Kentucky ever produced. 
In 1876 Mr. P. Lor: lard — toward the then 
greatest event run in this country. having for his 
Stundard-. earer the since celebrated Paroie. This 
is the single instance of an Eastern bred horse ever 
contesting for this race. 

Being amiss, the great son of Leamington was 
“nowhere,” first place being secured by Vagrant 
(the property of Ar. Astor, of New York), whose 
“Phoenix Hote! stakes win at Lexi gton the pre- 
vious wee (as also the capture of “the Alexander 
stake“ the year before), stamped him a horse of 
more than ordinary merit. Bu Vagrant’s chief 
claim to turf distinction is that through him atteu- 
tion Was attracted to his sire. Virgil, which after- 
wards resulted in giving tothe American turf not 
ouly another Derby winner, but the greatest race 
horse of modern ‘imes, the incomparable Hindoo, 
who, at al di-tances and weights, was most 
empheticaily “there.” | 

In 77, Baden-Baden, then Day Star (the only 
“short” horse that ever won. and his chances were 
slighted by reason of Himyar and Falsetto being 
in); in regular sequence Lord Murphy, Fonso, Hin- 
doo, Apouo, Leonatus aud Buchanan carried off the 
prize. ihe gei of nos.re save Virgil has been sue- 
vessful here more than once, Leamington, Aus- 
traiian, Star Davis. Pat Malloy. King Alfonso, Lis- 
bon, Longfeilow and Buckden all having a Derby 
wiuper to their credit, 

Tue fastest time ever recorded was made by Lord 
Murphy in 1870—2:37; but the “time test“ is here of 
uo vaiue, as tue Weigiits have been changed several 
times. Walle the horse who has come first has un- 
doubtedly been above the average as to merit, none 
save Hi doo ever after vwaris amounted to much. 
Fonso and Leonatus, really great, went amiss soon 
after; while Vagrant and Apollo degenera'ed into 
common “piaters,”’ and Day Star was “put over the 
sticks" quite in accord with the couplet,

: Liquor Statistics. 
From the 
Few of those who declaim against the increase 
of intemperance among the people, and seek to ar- 
rest it by prohibitory laws, are aware that more 
whisky and other strong spirits were consumed in 
this country in 1860 than were used by nearly 
double the population in 1884; yet such is the actu- 
al truth as shown by the official statistics, In 1860 
the total amonnt of spirituous liquors produced in 
the United States was 63,904,258 gallons, and the 
amount imported for consumption wae 6,064,393 
gailons. From this must be deducted exports of 
spirits amounting to 3,604,078 galions, leaving 86, 
364,574 gallons for domestic consumption. In 1884 
the total production of spirits in the United States 
was 78,479,845 galions, and the amount imported 
was 1,511,680 gallons, The exports of spirits last 
year amounted to 8,187,744, which left 72,090,887 for 
consumption at home. 
Making due allowance for the derangement of 
the trade growing out of taxation, these figures 
show that 55,000,000 people in the United States in 


consumed in 1860. If the consumption in 1884 had 


to nearly 160,090,000 gallons. But it has fallen to 
less than half that amount. It must be considered, 
too, that much more spirits are consumed in the 
arts and manufactures now than were consumed 
twenty-five years ago. 

While the consumption of spirits has greatly de- 
c'ined in the country since 1860, there has been a 
corresponding increase in the consumption of malt 
liquors and wines. In 1860 tie consumption of malt 
liquors in the United States was 100, 225.879 gallons, 
and in 1884 it was 500.016.517 gallons. Of this great 
consumption of malt liquors only 10,000,000 gallons 
were imported, Ia the same period the production 
of domestic wines rose from 1,860,008 gallows in 
1860, to 17,402,988 in 1884. These figures tell how 
great a change has been going on lu the drinking 
habits of the people of the United States within the 
last quarter of a century.

Prince Bismarck's Private Estate. 
From the London Truth. 

Prince Bismarck's private affairs have just been 
investigated by the committee charged to purchase 
his ancestral estate on Schoenhausen, in Altmarx, 
as a national present to the Prince on his seventieth 
birthday. The revenue of the estate of Varzin, in 
Pomerania (presented to Prince Bismarck by the 
nation in 1867), is nearly $10,000 a year. The great 
forest property of Friedrichsruhe, in Lauenburg. 
was presented tothe Prince in 1871. The timber 
on the estate brings in $20,000 a year, and the farms 
about 36.000. The rental of Schoenhansen is $5,000 
ayear. Prince Bismarck has erected extensive 
paper milla and menufactories both at Varzin and 
Friedrichsruhe, and these have proved very 
successful, and bring him in nearly $50,000a year, 
His annual income, therefore, is upward of $90,000, 
exclusive of his salary as Chance lor ($13,500 and 
allowances) and his pension of $2,250 as a former 
Minister of Lauenburg. The Prince isa most en- 
terprising landlord, and has greatly increased the 
value of his estates by judicious improvements. He 
is as thorough inthe management of his private 
affairs as in his public administration. 


Mr. Bavard's Last Achievement.

us large y by calling our attention to outrages such 
as that referred to, and “Fourth Street Merchant“ 
might very easily have sent a telephonic message 
to this office (elephone No. 424) and the matter 
would have received prompt attention. 

Again, it will be of interest to “Fourth Street 
Merchant” to be informed that our agent has done 
much service in the very place he speaks of. Toe 
record shows, for instance, that, besides attending 
to his duties in other parts of the city. he has dur- 
ing the week compelled eighteen teamsters to 
double up their teams, when the work demanded 
it, and sent home. three horses that were unfit to 
work. This shows that the Humane Society is not 
neglecting its work, but doing all that its means 
permit. Now, suppose ‘Fourth Street Merchant“ 
were to take it in hand to aid us in obtaining more 
funds so that we could empioy more assistance; it 
strikes me tha! he would then be doing better ser- 
vice to humanity than in making insidious compart- 
sons between us, almost the poorest, and the rich-

A NOTED SPORTING MAN. 


Death of Bob Murray, the English 
Book-Maker of Paris. 
From the Paris Morning Neuss. 

There area good many worlds“ in Paris, 
not only the high and low, and the one halt- 
way between the two; not only the artistic, lit- 
erary and theatrical, but worlds that are un- 
known to theo thers and stand apart like the 
others, interesting only to themselves. One of 
these worlds—the bering. world—has suf- 
fered a great loss. Bob“ Murray is dead. 

Mr. Robert Murray wasa prominent figure 
in his particular sphere, and t ough his demise 
may not affect the fate of the Government or 

unge the St. Germain quarter into mourning, 
t has inflicted a real loss — sy . wees — 
active and intelligent portion of the comm a 
He was born 23 in Scotland, 
1824, and came to France in 1852 as the employe 
of a calico printing firm. He soon for 
bimself in the same line of business, and as he 
and his wife had discovered some sialty in 
fancy printing on tulles and other brics he 
soon su in a little money. But 
the fashion died out and Bob.“ who no 
idea of playing a losing game, became in 1864 
the proprietor of a cafe in the Rue de Hanovre 
and — to the turf, a pursuit for which he 
had always had a more or less decided pen- 


chant. 

The beginni ing was small. He made a book 
“outside,” his wife and his daughter ‘‘clerking” 
tor him. “Bob” was not a gambler; he was 
not clever either, and he never had recourse to 
the wiles and stratagems of the bookmaking 
fraternity of modern times; but his thoroughly 
honest and straightforward manner of 
with his customers brought about an equally 
satisfactory result. Bit by bit he rose very 
nearly to the top of the tree, and in estimating 
the positions occupied by the prominent book- 
makers it may be said that after Saffry, Robin- 
son. William Wright and George Hart (the de- 
ceased’s son- in- law), Bob“ Murray made up 
the leading rank of trusted layers in Paris. 
Among the ready-money bookmakers he and 
Jack Moore certainly heid the premier position, 
and this fact will explain to some extent the 
loss his death will cause among the small bet- 
ting fraternity. 

There is, however, a more praiseworthy rea- 
son for the regret that will be felt by those who 
knew him. He was in every sense a large 
hearted man. A rough diamond, a thorough 
sportsman, a capital cribbage player, and ex- 
cellent company, he will be regretted by many 
— enjoyed his society; but he will be more

Lovely Ladies of History, Song and 
Fiction. | 


“The standards of feminine beauty have 
never been fixed by competent authority“, says 
the New York Herald, and there are evident 
reasons why agreement on some of the points 
at issue can never be arrived at. The 
for instance, finds the true standard in his 
short statured, round faced women with plum- 
colored complexion. An African prefers the 
color of his native race, with lips and nose on 
a scale co nding with the breadth of his 
continent. ere are, however, extreme in- 
stances. The Italian and Spaniard, with more 
reason, give the palm to the black-haired, 
dark-eyed beauties who unite the finest fea- 
tures of the brunette „ while natives of 
the North find all that is lovely and angelic in 
woman’s nature associated with blue eyes and 
fair complexions. The characteristics of the 
Latin type is passion; of the Germanic and 
Angl on, tenderness; but which is the bet- 
ter noone will ever dare to decide in these 
cosmopolitan days, with specimens of both 
types reely distributed about him. 

o render a woman of any type or class 
beautiful she must not have too great ifregu- 
larity of feature. Intellectual or moral beauty

MODERN NOVELISTS NON-COMMITTAL. 

Recent novelists, it would seem, fight shy of 
the subject. It is hard to pin them down to 
any definite detail of the charms of their hero- 
ines. There is, of course, a long list of beauti- 
ful mental and moral qualities, and with those 
the reader is expec to be satisfied. The 
older novelists treated their subject somewhat 
diſferentlv. 

Walter Scott, for instance, was not so timid. 
He had opinions, and was quite willing to state 
them boldly. When he undertook to describe 
anything it was with graphio lineaments that 
made an impression. Yet, with all his pic- 
torial audacity, he hesitated to decide between 
the two great types—the dark and the light— 
into which nature has divided women. His 
passages describing the blonde Rowena and 
the dark Rebecca are familiar to all lovers of 
English literature. He dwells with especial 
tenderness on the portrait of the dark Rebecca, 
which is said to have been drawn after a de- 
scription of an American Jewess given to the 
novelist by his friend Washington Irving. 

Since Scott such descriptions have become 
hackneyed. Novelists have grown more afraid 
of their readers, who delight in analysis and 
not delineations. Beauty is not found in the 
face alone. According to Emerson a fine figure 
is better than a fine face, by which is meant 
that if the choige lies between the two the first 
is to be preferred. The two, however, are very 
likely to go together, regularity of feature 
being in a majority of cases attended by sym- 
metry of form—a tendency of the race which is 
every year becoming physically more perfect. 
To have a good figure and a face not displeasing 
is no doubt a happy combination in either man 
or woman, 

SHAKESPEARE’S LOVELY WOMEN, 

The beauty of Shakespeare’s heroines is of an 
entirely undefined type. It is something like 
his geography and his chronology which are so 
closely related to the no-where and no-when. 
A lovely procession of Juliets, Constances, 
Isabellas, Imogenes, Beatrices, Ophelias, 
Helens, Rosalinds, Cordelias and Violas troop 
through his dramas in picturesque processions, 
theoretically beautiful, but most of them gen- 
tle, submissive and hapless food for tragedy. 
As for Lady Macbeth, she was without doubt a 
freckled Scotch maid, by fate a termagant, by 
accident a Queen. The inference is that most 
of these women were beautiful, but no reason 
can be given for such assumption. They drew 
men irresistably tothem. Nearly all had great 
loveliness of character, which should have made 
them admired, and if the poet is to be believed 
it had its effect. They are certainly immorta- 
lized in his verse. 

Beauty in history has usually been associated 
with misfortune, and has, therefore, sometimes 
received undue sympathy. 

BEAUTY BLENDED WITH SORROW. 

The beauty of Mary of Scotland has been 
made to covera multitude of sins, while the 
lack of personal charms in Elizabeth has been 
often cited to render her faults more conspicu- 
ous. Some beauties like Beatrice, Laura and 
Bettina, have been rendered famous either by 
the adoration of certain great poets or by 
chance associations with them. Beatrice and 
Laura were doubtless beautiful in an era when 
beautiful women were not uncommon, and 
pares the eulogies of Dante and Petrarch: 

zut Bettina was interesting to Goethe prima- 
rily for her mental and moral graces, which 
may have kindled her face into physical loveli- 


ness. 

How did Helen of Troy look the woman 
who, when. past middle age, convulsed the he- 
roes of the world with the desire to possess her 
and caused the ruin of a nation. She was 
8 of the Greek type, her profile forming 
a straight line from the top of her forehead to 
the tip of her nose.

Judith, Esther, Bathsheba and Herodias were, 
no doubt, of the Jewish style of beauty, darker 
doubtless than the modern representatives of 
the race, and with the curve of the nose con- 
siderably pronounced. Perhapsthey would not 
now be called beautiful, for only among the 


form or face, arrived at a great degree of per- 
fection. With other ancient nations beauty 
must have been simply comparative—that is, a 
woman was beautiful because she was less ugly 
in face or less unattractive in form than others 
of her sex about her. 

And so itis in the present age. Mrs. Langtry, 
Mrs. Cornwallis West, the Countess Dudley and 
Miss Chamberlain are none of them called 
beautiful. They have fine complexions, superb 
figures, pleasing eyes and mobile features, Yet 
they are not perfect beauties, but deserve com- 
mendation only by comparison.
